For  the  past  four  months  Le- 
high men  have  heard  the 
statement  made  repeatedly  that 
the  old  Lehigh  spirit  was  be- 
coming a thing  of  the  past,  that 
when  T.ehigh  teams  fell  behind 
in  the  score,  the  stands  "died." 
The  statement  has  probably  car- 
ried a good  bit  of  truth,  for  with 
the  lack  of  college  spirit  in  the 
past  wo  years  for  the  greater  na- 
tional spirit  in  the  Great  W'ar. 
the  men  here  e.specially  of  the 
two  lower  classes  have  had  but 
a little  opportunity  to  see  what 
the  Lehigh  spirit  was. 

At  the  time  of  this  issue 
going  to  press  the  third  Lafa- 
yette game  remains  unplayed,  but 
it  has  been  a source  of  satisfac- 
tion to  many  of  us  to  see  the 
return  of  the  spirit  in  the  Penn- 
sylvania game  and  in  the  first 
two  games  of  the  series  with 
Lafayette.  In  the  game  with 
Penn,  the  team  fought  an  uphill 
game  all  the  time,  coming  from 
behind  and  tieing  the  .score,  time 
and  again,  and  after  our  oppo- 
nents had  scored  one  in  the  elev- 
enth, the  team  came  in  and  bat- 
ted out  two  runs.  A great  deal 
of  the  credit  in  winning  this 
game  must  be  attributed  to  the 
men  in  the  .stands,  who  stuck  to 
their  posts  until  the  last  run  was 
scored.  The  team  knew  the  col- 
lege was  back  of  them  and  they 
never  gave  up  the  fight.  Much 


the  sa;me  thing  may  be  said  of 
the  first  game  with  Lafayette. 
Although  we  lost  by  the  close 
score  of  5-4,  the  team  was  fight- 
ing all  the  time  and  the  crowd 
stuck  with  them  until  all  hope 
was  gone  when  the  last  man  was 
out.  The  second  Lafayette  game 
saw  the  college  “up  and  fighting" 
and  it  was  indeed  a good  sight 
to  see  the  crowd  in  the  stands  on 
March  field  with  their  organized 
cheering  and  “pep"  all  through 
the  game.  The  team  played  air- 
tight ball  throughout,  although 
to  “Swede"  Johnson  goes  the 
great  credit  of  the  game  with 
pitching  shut-out  ball  and  allow- 
ing only  five  scattered  hits. 

Rut  if  some  still  think  that 
Lehigh  spirit  is  dead,  the  time 
for  it  to  cone  back  in  all  its 
glorv  is  on  Alumni  Day.  There 
are  going  to  be  Lehigh  men  here 
from  all  over  the  country,  and 
they  are  going  to  be  here  with 
the  Lehigh  spirit  that  won  in  '82. 
in  '06  and  in  '17.  All  Lehigh 
men  want  to  look  them  over. im- 
bibe this  spirit,  and  observe  what 
college  spirit  and  college  customs 
mean  to  these  men.  Though  they 
have  been  away  for  many  years, 
some  of  them,  they  have  not  for- 
gotten and  thev  are  pulling  strong 
for  Lehigh  all  the  time.  It  is 
up  to  us  to  show  them  that  we 
are  made  of  the  same  stufif.  The 
Lehigh  spirit  has  not  been  dead, 
it  may  have  been  sleeping,  and 
loyal  Lehigh  men  should  step 
out  to  prove  the  fact. 


Lehigh  seems  to  be  pleased 
as  a whole  with  the  idea 
which  has  been  brought  before  it 
this  Spring  by  several  men.  the 
idea  of  an  inter-fratemity  coun- 
cil. We  have  been  woefully  be- 
hind the  times  in  this  respect,  for 
nearly  all  the  other  colleges  in 
the  East  have  adopted  this  means 
of  regulating  the  relations  be- 
tween each  other. 

The  purpose  of  the  Council  at 
this  time  is  merely  to  bring  the 


fraternities  together  athletically 
and  socially,  and  thus  to  maintain 
a better  feeling  among  the  twen- 
ty one  crowds  here.  By  doing 
this,  it  is  felt  the  men  in  the  fra- 
ternities will  be  better  able  to 
co-operate  in  making  for  the  fu- 
ture welfare  of  the  University. 
It  has  been  thought  advi.sable  by 
practically  all  of  the  represen- 
tatives who  have  been  meeting 
that  the  strict  rules  and  rushing 
agreements,  which  are  dependent 
upon  a strong  organization  can 
wait  at  the  present,  until  the 
council  is  in  a stronger  position 
and  commands  more  respect  in 
college. 

This  movement  is  a great  step 
forward  in  the  general  progres- 
siveness  which  is  being  displaced 
here.  It  means  a lot  to  all  fra- 
ternity men  and  it  means  more 
for  Lehigh  University.  Burro 
is  heartily  in  accord  with  the 
movement  and  expresses  the 
wish  that  out  of  this  beginning 
a strong  central  organization  may 
develop. 


BL  RRO  at  this  time  wants  to 
congratulate  the  men  who 
have  secured  positions  on  the 
board  for  ne.xt  year.  We  want 
to  thank  also  all  those  who  have 
tried  for  positions  and  have  not 
l^een  fortunate  enough  to  secure 
then.
